After leaving the Four Courts Kratz, 
Bd Butler, George Kratz and former 
Councilman Charles H. Thuner, Henry 
Gauaes, Jr., and August Gast went to a s8a- 
loon at Fleventh street and Clark avenue, 
where they ate lunch and drank several 
bottles of champagne. They remained 
there about 4 minutes, and Butler and

Post-Dispatch reporters and. artists 
boarded the train bringing Kratz to St. 
Louis at South McAlester, I, T., at 2:4 


o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
Kratz, with Sheriff Dickmann and Chief 
of Detectives Desmond, occupied the state- 


* poom on the last sleeper. Throughout the

afternoon Kratz stayed in the room with 
door closed and curtains drawn, except 
for 20 minutes at Parsors, Kan., where he 
ate supper in the station dining room 
seated between his guardians. 

lie went to bed in the upper berth of the 
stateroom at 11 o'clock, remarking that 
“he was used to traveling and not a bit 
tired.” Desmond and Dickmann occupied 
the two lower berths, Desmond remalning 
up until a icte hour. 

Kratz siept soundly through the night. 
He did not get up until @he train had 
Gomme in sight of the lights of Baden at 7 
@clock. The officers also slept late, and 
all were compelled to dress in a hurry. 

Outside thcir stateroom George Kratz, 
brother of the returning fugitive, and 
Deputy Sheriffs Joseph Schilling and T. J. 
Cunningham waited for them. They had 
boarded the train at St. Charles. 

George Kratz was nervous.. He paced 
back and forth through the aisle to the 
discomfiture of passengers who were. dress- 
ing and porters who were trying to close 
the berths. 

Before the train reached Washington 
avenue passengers from the coaches ahead 
had crowded back to get a glimpse of 
Kratz. Among them were several women. 
They filled the entire aisle of the car. 

Kratg stayed close in his stateroom. The 


water.supplv in the car had. given out, 


but a porter brought him water in a 


bucket to wash in. 


CURIOUS CROWD AT STATION; 
DESMOND’S HAND ON KRATZ, 


A wd of several hundred’ persons 
gathe in the Midway at Union Station 
a@ half hour before the arrival of the train. 
Here and there in this -crowd were ac- 
qQuaintances of the returning fugitive, but 
the curious predominated in the gathering. 
Many of these persons had never seen 
Krats, but wanted to see him because the 
world was talking about him. 

The train was scheduled to he backed

Another man was killed in thé deadly 
“puzzle switch’ under the Eighteenth 
street viaduct in the Terminal yards, near 
Union Station, Sajfurday night. M. &

He became widely 
known in 1889 in his suit for $50,000 against 
two newspapers and leading members of 
the First Baptist Church, Jackson, Tenn., 
who had published an article ventilating 
his record and accusing him of bearing a4 
false name. The jury awarded him 1 cent

ened was called to the pastorate of 
the First Baptist Church of Jackson in 
Issz. He was brilliant and eloquent in the 
pulpit and soon won the complete confi- 
dence and respect of his congregation and 
of the citizens geenrally, suQsequently 
marrying in one of the best families in the 
city. 
In 1884 some dissatisfaction arose in the 
church, which finally resulted in the with- 
drawal of the pastor and a large part of 
the congregation and the founding of the 
Central Baptist Church under his charge. 
He also becume editor of the demnomina- 
tional publication, the True Bapust, and in 
its columns severely castigated the leaders 
of the other faction.

~whether his name was orge Frederick 
Buggoyne Howard or Frederick Attryde 
Howlett. To settle this question weeks 
were spent in London securing depositions 
by both sides, marriage records and birth

Senators Cockrell and Stone are also en- 
gaged for the World's Fair city. ‘They 
find a strong Chicago sentiment and are 
not sanguine of being able to overcome it. 
They are satisfied that they will make a 
much better showing than was made when 
the Republican date and place was fixed a 
month ago. 

The Chicago representatives, Chairman 
Hopkins and a non-partisan committee are 
exceedingly active. whey arrived last night 
and this morning went about reaching the 
delegates in a systematic manner. 

With the main proposition that they al- 
ready had the money in bank as a basis, 
and they have nothing of the sort, they 
started out to see each comitteeman indl- 


vidually. The Chicago. boomers stopped at 
different hotels and eve committeeman 
was assigned to some special boomer. They 
never let up, and give those in doubt not a 
moment out of sight and hearing. 

The Chicago representatives hope to get 
the convention at as little cost as possible. 
When the Republican co ttee met 
Grame Stewart, who represented Chicago,

Kratz is back in St. Louis to stand trial for the crime of 
bribery. His return is a triumph of law and justice. Tt marks 
an important advance in the international criminal] code. Brib- 
ery is now on the list of extraditable offenses and the first 
fugitive boodler has been delivered into the hands of the law. 

The Post-Dispatch feels especial interest and gratification in 
the victory for justice represented by the return of Kratz, be- 
cause the possibility of bringing him back was first discovered and 
the plan by which he was brought back was formulated by the 
Post-Dispatch, after an investigation of the situation and a 
conference with Ambassador Clayton and the Mexican authori- 
ties in the City of Mexico, by a special representative of this 
paper, sent there for that purpose. When the Post-Dispatch 
undertook this task, after its successful mission to Mexico to 
induce Murrell to return, the United States government had 
ceased al] efforts to get Kratz.
